A Production of 8 Miilion Bushels

Recent statistics issued by the state
department show thuot Nebrsaka pro-
duces annually more than 5,000,000
bushels of potatoes with an average
value to the growers of trom 9¢ to
$1L.00 per bushel, The two general
commercial crops grown in the state
are an early ciop geown in the central
and eastern portions and a lale crop
of both sced and table stock, grown
in the western section.

A study of the =01l types in relation
to the growing of potatoes is ofin-
terest, Such a study in Nebrazka re-
veals the fact that the prevailing soil
types over the potato growing districts
may be classed ag silt loum. Such
soils insure good drisnage and easy
cultivation, two factors which are
necessary for the successful growing
of potatoes, Where proper crop roti-
tions are practiced, commercial fertil-
izers are nol necesgary.

Poizson gas inhaled by Ameriean
soldiers in France is boginning to

show its efforts by causing serviee men
to lose their veices, investigation by
the United Stater veterans' bureau
at Washington shows., The bureau has
asked the American Legion to inform
gassed veterans whosze ability to speak
is becoming impaired to report to the
rllulrest bureau physician for examina-
Ltion

The first successful rurgical opera-
tion upon a veteran suffering from &
tumor on the voeal cords as a result
of exposure to the gas has just been
reported by the bureau. The former
soldier is Brigadier General Roy V.
Hoffman, Oklahoma City, Okl., attor-
ney who practicallv lost his voice.

Genernl Hoffman's volee is now
completely restored as n result of the
operation, performed by Dr. Chevalier
Jackson, Philadelphia, the bureau an-
nounces. It adds that a large num
of young veterans have recently been
found to be guffering from tumors of
the voeal cords, apparently in their in-
seption. The prevents vibra-
tion of the cords, due to pressure, and
thus affects the voice.

The legion is asked to spread the
information and to get service men
suffering from a growing inability to
speak to go before Veterans' bureaun
doctors for prompt examination. If
the case warrants, the bureau an-
nounces, the former soldiers will be
wnt east for operations.
